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W hich Dodrine prevailed with Mr. ow Mitchell , a Zealous 


Naphthalits,,, i attempt _the, Killing of the ſaid Lord Archbiſhop 
upon the c Mf Street of Edebrg, in face'dt-«kt Sun, aþd of 
the Multitude.”* And be having [4 nin PL ax 
afd others having Writ Books *comparing him-n this Crime tc 
Sampſon ; Twelve , or more , of the ſagip Set, did __ the 
Third Day of May laſt Murther the faid ARHSINDD in this-enſu- 


Ing manner. 

After His GRACE had gone from the Secret Council, where 
(to aggravate their Crime ) he had been Pleading moſt fervently 
to: Favours to them, having Lodged at a Vallape called AF ennoway 
in Fiffe, upon«Fridgy-night , the Second of Mpy , his 
Journey next Morning at Ten a Clock towards St. Andrews; and 
his Coach-man having diſcovered" ſome Horſe-men near to Mags, 
( a Place near Two Miles diſtant from St. Andrews) advertiſed 
the Atchbiſhop thereof 5 azking; Ihe ſhould qriveytafter } hi 
His GRACE diſcharged, becaulc he faid he feared nd batns: A he 
drawing nearer , his Daughter ſeeing Piſtols in their Hands, and 
them Riding at a great rate, ſhe) perfwaded her Father to look 
out, and he thereupan deſired his Coach;map ty drive on ; who 
had certainly ont-driven themr ,/ if 'one Balfony of Kinldeb, «being 
mounted on a very Fleet Horſe, had not cunningly paſſed the Coach, 
( into which they had in vain «diſcharged very many Shot ) and 
after he found that he could not wound the Coach-man, becauſe 
his Coach-Whip did fright the ſprightly Horſe, wounded the Po. 
ſtillion, and diſabled rhe foremoſt Coach-Horles : , Where the 
reſt coming  up., one of them with a Bluaderbuſs wounded the 
Lord Primate'in the Coach, and others of them called to him to 
Come forth, Vile D OG, who 'had betrayed CHRIST and Hig 
CHURCH ;," and to receive what he deſerved for his Wickedneſs 
aguinſt'the KIRK of SCOTLAND; and him 
with Mr. James Mitchell s Death Whilſt he was in the Coach, 
one run him through with a Sword-under his, Shoulder ,, the' reft 
pulled him. violently out of the Codch. His Daughter came out, 
and on'her Knees begun to beg. Mercy to her Father :' But they 
beat her, and trampled her down. The Lord Primate with a very 
great calmneſs, ſaid, Gentlemen, I know not that ever I injured any 
of Ton; and if I did, 1. promiſe I will make what Reparation you 
can propoſe:' Villain, aud Judas, faid they, and Enemy to GOD and

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People : which Words were followed with many Mortal Wounds, 
the firſt being] a deep one. above his Eye. And though he pur 
them in mind that he was a Miniſter, and pulling off his Cap, 
ſhewed them his Gray Hairs , intreating, That if they would not 
ſpare his Life ,. they would at leaſt allow him ſome little time for 
Prayer ; they returned him no other anſwer, but That GOD would 
not hear ſo. baſe « DOG as be was ; and for Quarter, they told 
him, That the Siroaks, which they were then gizing, were thoſe which 
he was to expe; Notwithſtanding of all which, and of a Shot 
that pierced his Body above his Right Pap, and of other Stroaks 
which cue his Hands, whilſt he was holding them up to Heaven in 
Prayer, he raiſed himſelf upon his Knees, and uctered only theſe 
Words, GOD FORGIVE TOW ALL. Afﬀeer which, 
by many Stroaks that cut his Skull to pieces, he fell down dead. 
But ſome of chem imagining they had heard him groan, returned, 
ſaying, That be was of the Nature of « Cat, and ſo they would yo 
hack, and give one Stroak more for the Glory of GOD. And 
having ſtirred about his Brains in the Skull with the Points of their 
Swords, they took an Oath of his Servants . noe to reveal their 
Names ; aad fo deſiring them to take up their Prieſt , they rode 
back tro Magus , crying aloud, That Fadas was Kill d, and from 
thence made their Eſcape. ' But GOD having in an unexpected 
way turniſhed Probatian againſt all who were preſent , it candor 
but with a Duritul Confidence be expected , that His DIVINE 
MAJESTY , who is ſo ; highly oftended, will, by the ſame care, 
bring the Afdaſſinates themielves to fluffer for that Crime, 

This NARRATIVE, warranted by the itions of many 
famous Perſons upon Oath , will diſcover the many falle Inſinua- 
tions exprefied in a late RELATION Printed at LONDON : For 
whercas it 1s pretended, That this Murther proceeded from a Pri- 
vate Injury done to one of the Allaſſinates, the contrary will eaſily 
appear by thele Subſequent Conhiderations. 

Firſt, That his Murthering Principle has been Priated and Pra- 
Qtiſed by others formerly againſt the ſame Perſon, ſuch as he 
never knew nor oftended. 

Secondly, It appears by the many Expreſſions aforeſaid that he 
ſuffered tor his FunQtion. 

Thirdly, Many of the ſame Per{waſion had foretold it im ſeve- 
ral Places ; and one of the Murtherers had that Morning, after a 
Sacrilegious Form of Devotion, held up his Hand and ſworn, That

owned , That their Friends thanked GOD tor the 'Archbiſhop's 
Death , but were (orry they knew not to whom they owed the 
Obligation | 

Fourthly , It 41s known both by all che Archbiſhop's Acquain- 
tance , and the preſent low State of his Fortune , that he never 
uſed any Rigour to his Debtors: And one of the Lords of Seflion, 
who tranſacted ' that inconſiderable Affair relating to- HackStomn, 
Con which the Falſe NARRATIVE' charges: this Marther ) did 
declare publickly amongſt his Brethren- Judges, That the Arch- 
biſhop had dealer moſt Generouſly with that Milcreant , who was 
never a Servant to His GRACE. And how can it be pretended 
in'a Nation, where'no Man-/ was. ever Murthered for uſing E ceal 
Execution, cven in-the greateſt Concerns, that the other Eleven 
would have hazarded their | ives and Fortunes in Killing a Church- 
Man, and a Privy Councellor, to' fatisfie the uſeleſs Revenge of 
one- of their Number in ſo mean a'matrer ? And, their not taking 
his Gold nor Watch , and- a conſiderable Sum ' which lay open 
enough in- the Coach, did convincingly prove ; That there was 
more of Bigottry than of Avarice'in that Undertaking. 

Fiſthly, It is undeniable, /rhat choſe of' that ſame Proteſſion and 
Way, have lately wounded many of His MATESTIES Offecers, 
for putting of his Uncontroverted Laws in Execution ; and par- 
ticularly they cohtrived the Death ot- the Town Major of Eder- 
burgh, and mn purſuance of that Deſign, did with many Wounds 
leave him, and ſome of His MAFESTIES Souldiers, almoſt dead 
upon the Place, one of them having been actually Killed. They 
alſo at Loudoun Killed one of His MAJESTIES Souldiers in his 
Red, and Wounded and Robbed others of them withour the leaft 
Provocation ; pretending 1n detence of their Cruelty , That the 
Souldiers were Enemies ro CHRIST, and that they would con- 
clude themſclves Damned , if they paid the Cels granted by the 
Convention of all the Three Eſtates tor the neceflary Defence of 
the Kingdom. 

Sixthly, By a MA NIFEST0 diſperſed ſome few Days be- 
fore the Murther, His GRACE, and all who ſerved the AING 
in Fiffe, were threatned with certain Death. All which does but 
too much juſtifie the Courſes taken in that Kingdom againſt ſuch 

People, 
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People, and refutes ſuch as make that paſs for Cruelty, which is 
but neceflary, and Selt-detence : And by all which ic appears, that 
this Murther was not occaſioned by Private Reſenements, but by 
the Principles of Naphthali , and (ſuch as were Notorious Ring» 
leaders in that Tribe, and their Conventicles. 

It is likewiſe very obſervable , That the Author of that moſt 
Scandalous NARRATIVE, has impiouſly Lyed, in afſerting, That 
the Bullets did not pierce the Archbiſhop Body ; infinuating 
thereby that he was hard: Where s by a Declaration under the 
Hands of a Phyſician and three Chyrurgions, ( of which, William 
Borthwick,, to whom that Author impudently appeals, is one ) ic 
1s moſt evident, that the Archbiſhops Body was pierced by one 
of thole Shots : The Words of which Declaration (till remaining 
amongſt the Warrants of the Privy Council ) are theſe, The 
fir ff of theſe Wounds , being twe or three Inches below the Right 

vicle, betwixt the ſecond and third Rib , which was grven by 4 
Shot not reaching the capacity of the Breaſt. Captain Carſtaires 
likewiſe had no Commiſlion from the Archbiſhop, but from the 
the Privy Council ; and Baily Carmrichaell had no Commiſſion from 
the Privy Council, but from the Earl of Rothes, L ord High Chan- 
cellor, and Sherift Principal of Fiffe by Inheritance 

The Horrour that attends this Fat, the Dreadful Events for 
which it makes way, and the Scandal that it raiſes upon the True 
Proteſtant Religion , cannot but breed in all Juſt Men, a Deteſta- 
tion of the Principles from whence it flowed, and an Abhorrence 
of Thoſe, who endeavour to exrenuate it with falſe Pretences. 
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
